Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the seat 
securement structure must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 31,32,34-37,39,40,44-46,51,52,57-59,62-64,67-73 and 77-80 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 31 and 51, the guiding surfaces are claimed as having a 
curvature less than that of the haptic legs. However, since the lOL and 
therefore haptics are not part of the claimed invention, this limitation is not 
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definite in tlnat tliis degree of curvature would change depending on the 
particular 10 and haptic placed therein. 

In claim 37, it is not clear if the lOL is being positively recited. 

In claim 51, it is unclear if the corresponding structures on the guiding 
surfaces or the supports are being positively recited. 

In claims 77 and 78, it is not clear if the lOL is being positively recited. 
Claim Objections 

Claim 59 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 59 
depends on canceled claim 56. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 51 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tunis-5556400.. 

Tunis discloses in fig. 6 and 11 haptic guiding surfaces 134, a separate 
seat (forceps 162,164) and a lens guiding arrangement 124 which if a lens 
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were placed in tine device and rotated as it were puslied down into tine fixture 
tine haptics would be caused to straigliten. 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 38,48,49,65 and 66 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention and 
species.
